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To the taxpayers of Goffstown : 

We have had our attention called several times to the owner- 
ship of the commons in the west village, and we have procured 
copies of deeds and investigated the titles, and are satisfied they 
belong to the public. | 

The heirs of the late Dr. Carr have claimed ownership of the 
one south of the river. The deeds show that the north line of 
the Carr land is a highway, and that at the time the deeds were 
given, and long after, a road was open between the Carr place 
and the place now occupied by Hon. D. A. Taggart, and there 
can be no doubt this road was the one referred to in the Carr 
deed, and the heirs have no claim or shadow of claim by vistue 
of their deed to any land north of said road. 

Our investigation of the north common shows that when the 
heirs of Peter Pattee divided his estate, Richard Pattee, David 
Pattee, and Philo Pattee joined in a deed to Lemuel N. Pattee of 
the premises now known as K. of P. Hall, by which deed said 
Lemuel N. was deeded about sixteen feet east of the store, with. 
this limitation: said Lemuel N., his heirs and assigns, not to 
build or erect any building east of his store, except a piazza or 
portico not exceeding eight feet wide, and no fence or buiiding 
of any description between the above-named building and the 
highway leading from Mast road to Philip F. Pattee’s, that be- 
ing dedicated for a common forever, and the free passage over 
the same is not to be obstructed. And Lemuel N. Pattee in his. 
deed to Philo and others inserted a like proviso, that no fence 
should be built between the store and said road south of this. 
line, running west from the elm tree now standing near the house 
occupied by Mrs. Philo Pattee, ‘‘ This piece last described being 
dedicated for a common forever.’’ 

Both of these commons have been used by the town as public 
from time immemorial, and the people have a right to them by 
prescription, and the heirs of Philo Pattee, the only persons. 
claiming any right to the north common, are precluded by the - 
deed of Philo himself from any right or ownership in it, as ef- 
fectually as are the heirs of A. F. Carr to any claim to the south, 
common.

The schoolhouse has been supplied with water from the village 
| water-works for both heating and drinking purposes, and it is 
| found to be a great convenience. No other improvement upon 
| the building has been made. A large lot is required, and it is 
hoped this demand may be met during the coming year, by the 
: purchase of a strip adjoining the present lot on the east. A new 
fence must also be built around the whole lot. 

3 We have had a faithful corps of teachers. ‘They have worked 
earnestly and intelligently, and have won for themselves the love 
| of the scholars and the esteem of the parents. Their many terms 
of service have given to the school its high standard, and we 
regret the necessity that leads Miss McLane to resign with the 
close of the winter term. She carries with her the satisfaction 
of knowing that her services have been highly appreciated ; that 
her last term has been her best; and we shall deem the school 
fortunate if her successor shall prove equally successful. ; 
Good progress has been made in all the rooms in the studies a 
pursued. Order has prevailed, and the visitations to the school | 
have been made pleasant by the zeal manifested in the studies. 
Attention has now been given to drawing for one year, and it 
has met our expectations. We believe its introduction in the 
schools, if only as an alternate exercise with penmanship, de- 
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tracts nothing from that study, and adds very much to the inter- 
est and improvement of the scholars. 

We see also encouraging results from the teaching of vocal 
music. Mrs. McQuesten gives one lesson a week of one half 
hour each in each of the lower grades. This short service is pro- 
ducing visible results. The scholars who cannot sing are fast 
disappearing, and it is surprising how readily the rules of music 
are tnastered. We hope that as the scholars pass from Mrs. Mc- 
Questen’s charge to the high school, they will carry with them 
such a love for singing as shall prompt them to still higher attain- 
ments. 

A careful inspection of text-books has been made, and they 
are reported in as good condition as their continued use for two 
years would warrant. Some of those used in the lower rooms are 
soiled and worn, and a new supply will be needed. We hope to 
be able early in the year to make a requisition for books and 
supplies for the year, and not trouble you with such frequent 
calls. We appreciate your kindness, and thank you for the readi- 
ness with which our wants have been supplied. 

Mr. Selwin Martin has been the sub-committee having in 
charge the supply of books and materials. 

‘ Mr. E. A. Blaisdell has been agent to procure fuel and take 
charge of the school building. 

Dr. Frank Blaisdell and Mr. Samuel Upton have had the spe- 
cial care and oversight of the schools. ‘They have made 74 visits 
to the schools, of which Dr. Blaisdell made 24, and Mr. Upton 
50. No other member of the board has been in any of the 
schools. There have been many visits by parents at the ordi- 
nary services of the school, and large numbers have been present 
at the closing exercises.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL BOARD OF THE DISTRICT OF 
THE TOWN OF GOFFSTOWN. | 


The school board of the town of Goffstown beg leave to 
submit their annual report as follows. We believe that not- 


. withstanding the very unusual prevalence of sickness in the 


winter terms, our schools have made a marked degree of im- 
provement during the past year, and much credit is due to 
those who have contributed in however small a measure to 
such satisfactory results. We are very well aware that the duties 


of all good citizens as parents or friends of our school children, 


and of the advantages to be derived from our common school 
system, have been so long and continuously urged upon your 
attention, that the subject seems to be worn almost threadbare, 
yet we feel as if we were failing in our duty if we do not con- 
tinue to call to your serious attention the growing demands of 
educating our youth so that they may be fully prepared to per- 
form intelligently any duty which they may be called upon to 


perform. ‘The object of common school education is ordinarily 


supposed to be simply the acquisition of a knowledge of read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, grammar, etc. These are the simple 
elements which most children acquire in various degrees of 
fullness and accuracy. ‘They are generally considered sufficient 
to fit men and women for the common duties of life. They 
enable the possessor to transact the usual business of the world, 
and every one should be required to understand these branches 
thoroughly before leaving the school room to enter upon the 


more active and mature duties of a business life. 
4 
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Beyond the mere knowledge of facts and principles that is 
acquired in the school room, there are other advantages equally 
important that grow out of the process of study and acquisition. 
The training and discipline of the school quicken and energize 
the whole mental nature, and give it a facility of applying 
itself and its varied faculties to many purposes. The new energy 
given to the perceptive and reflective faculties by study in the 
schools remains as a permanent possession after the period of 
study shall have ceased, even though the lessons themselves 
may have been long forgotten. The new methods of thought 
in the analyzation of language, and the successful solution of 
difficult and intricate problems, strengthen and quicken the 
reasoning powers and enable the possessor to see a new beauty 
and excellence in all the beautiful creations of nature and art which 
may meet his vision. Faithfully trained, the mental eyes are 
opened, and the boy or girl becomes an observer and sees new 
beauties and objects of intense interest in his daily walks, which 
will not be discovered by the uneducated, who will plod on in 
ignorance of the beautiful and wonderful creation around him. 
Two persons, one educated the other untaught, may travel along 
the same road or over the same field. The same objects or 
events may be presented to their eyes, but how very different 
the impressions. The educated mind sees a beauty in each 
tiny blade of grass, each budding leaf, or early opening flower 
of spring. The fleecy clouds or azure blue above him remind 
him that he has been taught that above, beneath, and all around 
him are other countless worlds, each filling its allotted space 
in the great whole, and that our earth that seems so large to 
us is but the tiniest speck in the immensity of the Universe. 
The little noisy brooks, rushing so swiftly and merrily along, 
are but fulfilling their destiny. They will soon unite with other 
streams and their combined energies contribute to the interests 
of manufactures and commerce. In short, the educated eye 
sees a beauty and interest in every object which claims its atten- 
tion. In this beauty of nature and art the uneducated eye has 
but little interest. If we wish to have our children acquire 
these habits of observation and study, and to encourage them 
to seek for the very fundamental principles, we should’ give — 
them such opportunities as will develop such faculties. First 
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of all we should provide the best instructors that we can with 
the means at our disposal. If we were about to build some 
costly building we should consult the architect. Having a 
satisfactory plan we would very naturally secure the services of 
a skillful and intelligent builder to work out the beautiful de- 
sign. So in every calling or profession, the ones who thor- 


_ oughly understand their business are the ones who are bound 


to succeed. If we want first-class work we must have trained 
minds to carry that work to perfection. We have some supe- 
rior teachers with us and think it would be good policy to 
keep them if possible, and to do what we can to aid and en- 
courage others to fit themselves for the same noble calling. 
But education alone will never make a successful teacher. To 
be successful, all the duties should be labors of love. 

We believe a larger school fund would be a good investment, 
and we would recommend that the town district raise five 
hundred dollars additional school money. Some of our school- 
houses will need a small amount in repairs. The one in No. 
12 should have an entry built and the school room painted, 
and some others need more or less of repairs.
